Mr St. George Mivart has long been—if the 
phroso may bo pardoned—a trump cord 
with Toman Catholic npologists, Whou- 
aver anybody suggested that. there war an 
incompatibility between Roman Catholi- 
¢ism and acien¢e, he was told to look at St. 
George Mivart, a. man of science and 8 
Romun Catholic. Nor was - My Mivart 
oply a silent example. of the fusion of 
these alleged .opposites. for. years he 
has been busily :writing to explain to 
tho ‘world. how. essy ‘it  is\ to reconcile 
the Catholic creed with scientific doctrines. 
It would, perhaps, havo been better 
had he remained. silont, for in hix explana- 
tory zeal ho has overshot the matk, Ho 
haa been ao eager to produce a completo 
accord between science and Catholicinn, 
that, whenever bo found a troublesome 
doctrine of tho Church in hia way, ho bas 
tried to turn the difticulty by declaring that 
tho doctrine was not essontial to tru Catho- 
licism. For o time the Church looked 
on approvingly ; accepting the erodit which 
Mr Mivart’s reputation -brought thom, 
and ignoring his high-handed: treatment of 
Catholic doctrine, But this could not Inst 
indefinitely. As Mr Mivart was driven 
from point to point in his self-imposed 
task he had to abandon; ono aiter the 
other, the fundamental doctrines of tho 
Catholic Church, forgetting that each. of 
theso doctrines represented, a position 
strongly held by his co-roligiunists. By 
them he was naturally regarded as a traitor, 
and hig Inter energies have heen devote) to 
trying to prove that he was tho trac loyalist 
to the Catholic Church, and that the hol- 
ders of the kopjes of dogmatic belief wore 
ignorant obstructionists. Then tlie crisis 
came. The authorities of the Church took 
action, and demanded to know what Mr 
Mivart did believe. From the correspond. 
ence published in The Times, it appears that 
Cardinal Vaughan’ formally ‘called upon 
Mr Mivnrt to renounce whut he hod. writ- 
ton in the Fortnightly and elsewhere, and 
to make a detailed confession of faith, in 
terms submitted to him. Mr Mivart re- 
fused. The Cardinal Archbishop replies 
by cutting Mr Mivart off from tho com- 
munion of the Church, ‘I therefore 
‘forbid you to approach tho sxeraments, 
‘and I inhibit my priests to administer 
thom to you.’ That is the end of Mr St. 
George Mivart’s attempt to reconcile science 
and Roman Catholicism. 

Tt way be said that many of the doctrines 
which Mr Mivart repudiates as.contrary to 
seience, ate held by Protestants ay well as 
by Catholics. That is quite true; but no! 
Protestant Church—with ‘the possible ex- 
ception of the Kirk. of Scotland—would cut 
off a member from communion because he 
abandoned even a cardinal doctrine of faith. 
‘The Protestant Churches, to-day at any 
rate, proceed on the principle that religious 
creeds must change, a8 well as all uthar 
features of human society; and thus, by 
tolerating unorthodoxy, they prepare them- 
selves fur a gradual evolution of their faith. 
But with the Roman Catholic Church there 
in no evolution, As it waa yesterday, 60 i€ 
is to-day, ond will be to-morrow ; and 
thorefore, sooner or later, cvolutionists like 
Mr Mivart must inevitably break with it.—
